GIVES AMERICAN VIEWS ON IN¬ 
TERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION. 


Trades Unions Ckmgreas In Session 
At Paris Concludes Not To 
Consider His Proposal. 


Paris. Aug. 81.—The controversy be- 
twoon th© International trades unions. 
In session here, nnd Bamuel Oorqpcrs, 
president of th© American ^Federation 
of Labor, entered upon another chap¬ 
ter to-day w'hon th© conference, on a 
motion mad© by a Belgian delegate, 
voted to discuss only th© proposals 
submitted by* the organlxntions affiliat¬ 
ed with th© conference. The propo¬ 
sitions made by Mr. Goinper© arc thus 
shut out, as the American Federation 
of Labor Is not affiliated with the Eu¬ 
ropean union* and Mr. GompeM will 
not be able to argue their adoption. 

In spite of the decision of th© confer¬ 
ence th© uoiegatea asked Mr. Gompors 
to elaborate his proposal for confed¬ 
eration. Mr. Oompers explained that 
America was only willing to Join an In- 
tematkinal movement, the objects of 
which were clearly flxed, such as. for 
example, the study of questions direct¬ 
ly affecting strikes and lockouts and 
the employment of women and not on 
organisation dedicated to th© Academic 
discussion of social problems. 

“If Europe Is ready for this kind of a 
movement," Mr. Gompers *ald. "I be¬ 
lieve that America will participate act¬ 
ively." 

Mr. Gompers' proposal was not token 
ap officially. 

The conference passed a revolution 
condemning the Young Turks for re¬ 
fusing to grant Turkish workmen the 
right to form unions.

Plain Old-Time Enthusiasm. 


However, there was no semblance of 
disorder. It was ail plain, ordinary en¬ 
thusiasm and in no small measure con¬ 
trition. for there were many In the 
assemblage Vho at the last election so 
far forgot themselves as to vote the 
Republican ticket. As the speeches con¬ 
tinued tho enthusiasm waxed warmer 
and by the time the band played the

Mr. Sullivan thank¬ 
ed the Colonel for hls words of praise, 
end then expressed regret that he could 
not make himself entirely worthy of 
the lofty reputation that the latter had 
given him. He continued by stating 
«hat he Is a Democrat and that he is 
proud of R. The father of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, he said is the 
father of the Democratic party, anil 
then presaged that Its power would 
grow m the year# pass. 

The next man introduced was Jocu¬ 
larly referred to by Col. Young o» the 
"Binged Cait." whose proper name, he 
*atd. Is O. Houston Brooks, of May- 
field, a candidate for the legislature. 
Mr. Brooks is still a very young mao. 
said the Colonel, but added that hr 
know* hls business, la popular and will 
surely win out. 

In hls short but concise address, re¬ 
markable for Its cocnprehenaiveneis 
and brilliancy. Mr. Brook* demonstrat¬ 
ed bis ability to hold '.if* own with any 
member of the legislature. He proved 
himself a worthy representative of 
any body of constituents that may send 
him to the lawmakers* meeting pin**©,] 
for he told the people what the Re¬ 
publicans are doing, an! what he trill 
do to upset some and perhaps most of 

their treasury-trimming iractlre* 

The speaker wa« by %c> means a 
blind, unreasoning theorltf. for he had 
every problem solved anl th^re jw.<* 
not a logician In th' big crowd, that 
grew bigger with every sen enee of the 
awful flaying he handed uit to the 
members of Roosevelt's >arty, who 
would dispute with him. He contended 
from the beginning that ev»n though 
he Is young, the district tha 1 he soon 
hopes to represent 1# not until potato L 
In 1UC0. he raid, this same distort gave 
to Bryan 3.400 votes, which, I* added, 
war remarkable in the face ofVh* ter¬ 
rible gains made by the ndvoote* of 
Mr. Taft. 

For tho amusement of the crowd, he 


told the old story of how the Scotch¬ 
man am! the German were talking to 
one another, the one feeling that the 
nationality of the other was the more 
comfortable, when an Iritfiman hap¬ 
pened along and was asked the ques¬ 
tion In the way of settlement, "what 
would you be If you wouldn't be nn 
Irishman?" The answer was distinctly 
Irish, and simply was. "If I was not an 
Irishman I would be ashamed of my¬ 
self." "And no," ho added. In tho way 
of Illustration, "if somebody were to 
ask me what I would be if I wore not 
a Democrat I would say without hesi¬ 
tancy that I would surely be ashamed 
of myself." He was merciless In hie 
onslaught on the Republican party, de¬ 
claring them openly a party of public 
tricksters and pilferers, and argued 
that the treasury of the State could 
not endure if tho Republican party 
were allowed to remain In power.

Morrison, Congressman of the Ninth 
district, of Frankfort. Ind. Before lead¬ 
ing him to the front of the rostrum, 
Ool. Young had a few words to say 
concerning the Hoosler State. He said 
that Kentuckians generally have much 
love for their slsber Commonwealth for 
the reason that their forefathers helped 
drive the Indians end bears from In¬ 
diana so as to .make it habitable for 
those who contemplated dwelling with¬ 
in Its borders.

Indiana To Front. 


Congressman Morrison, like hls pre¬ 
decessors. expressed great pleasure In 
being a Democrat, but made mention of 
the fact that he was elected to the 
lower house on what he thought was a 
Republican platform. Tho reformed 
Republicans of hls district, he said, had 
issued a sort of preamble In which the 
necessity of a revision of the tariff 
downward was slightly Intimated, but 
that he was not satisfied with this, and 
so changed the preamble to a declara¬ 
tion and made the revision and Its 
necessity look much bigger than what 
It had been made to appear. 

Hls sole opponent, he explained, ran 
on practically the same platform, but 
when It came to answering the ques¬ 
tions of the multitude, moat of which 
Was Republican, he beat hls man to a 
finish. 

The conclusion of nearly every state¬ 
ment be made after that was drowned 
in applause.

All of 
the orators were from out In the State 
and each urged the Democratic voters 
of LoulflrvlUe to help them deliver the 
State as well as the city from the hands 
of the Republicans and negroes. 

Several of tho speakers, who bars 
known William O. Head from early 
boyhood, extolled the Democratic nom¬ 
inee for Mayor.

Populace. 


S PACE In the big grandstand on 
the race course at the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair grounds, 
where the Jeffersonian barbe¬ 
cue hosts made merry yesterday, was 
at a high premium when the hour ar¬ 
rived at 2:30 o’clock In the afternoon for 
prominent Democratic speakers to ax- 
press their views on the political outlook 
during the corning campaign. Tho ora¬ 
tors selected for the occasion. William 
P. Thorne, of Eminence; James Gar¬ 
nett, of Columbia, and Harvey Helm, 
of Shelbyvllie. demonstrated clearly 
that they are capable debaters who 
have given tho situation in Louisville 
careful consideration. Their addresses 
wore masterful In point of construction 
and argument, and wore the means of 
bringing forth such & volume of* ap¬ 
plause and rousing such enthusiasm as 
almost defies description. 

Undoubtedly the views expressed by 
William P. Thorne, of Eminence, who 
was the second speaker Introduced by 
Chairman James C. Strother, created 
the most laughter, for Mr. Thorne 
brought out many humorous anecdotes 


’The Republican national Adminis¬ 
tration, like the local government, has 
ooc-rced tho poor man. the tiller of the 
soil who made tho country the great 
nation that It Is to-day. Into their dia¬ 
bolical schemes to enrich themselves. 
They have violated already. In loss than 
one year, those sacred promise* they 
made to tho workingman to make their 
burden lighter.

cl laugh by pointing to a gem 
t front and declaring that it 

Poor, oormnon men like you and 
me," he said, "got the double cross on 
other necessities of life. The tax Is 
now Wither *m cotton tlhan It Is on 
Bilk: It is higher on th© old heavy bro- 
gans wfcidh the farmer ha* to wear 
than It Is on the soft calfkkln pumps 
worn by -the Chostcrfleld: It 1* higher 
on ©very cheap commodity consumed 
by Bho poor man than It Is on those 
thing* that have been placed beyond 
ifhtdr reach, for tho exclusive consump¬ 
tion of men and women who roll In 
eaao wed luxury." 

Mr. Thorne. In another pmrt of hi* 
plea for Democracy, showed clearly the 
methods employed by the Republican 
administrations to hoodwink the poor 
mnn and at fhe same time retain bis 
vote.

want* another one? Let them k<*©p 
their old free skeletons. I am willing 
to exchange all they can Import for a 
slice of ham or baron, for I am no* at 
all anxious to get th© flesh oft my 
bone* and be a cheap, duty-free skele¬ 
ton." 

It was several minutes before the 
speaker could proceed after this unde¬ 
niable truth spoken !n Jest. The big 
crowd laughed till the tears poured 
and applauded loudly. Finally Mr. 
Thorne got control of hls audience 
again. He continued:

Free Skeleton*, Too. 


One would think that with free Ice 
&?d free skeletons the poor man would 
bo satisfied. Not so. however. At least 
the Republicans did not think so. for 
they put cats on th© free list, then 
canary bird* They went on with the 
work of getting up the free list. They 
put everything on it that nobody cAred 
anything about. Th© poor man don't 
want any imported yowllpgs In his 
back yard at night and as for the canary 
birds, why when they were fed and 
watered and placed In their cages their 
song was drowned by the cry of tho 
children who fasted" for bread." 

The local Issue next attracted tho at¬ 
tention of tho epeaiter. Mr. Thome was 
probably at his best when he reached 
this part of hls addresa He pointed 
out th© flaws In th© system that rules 
th© city of Louisville to-day. and hls 
arguments against them were so clear 
that nearly every* man, woman and 
child In the crowd understood. He 
said: 

"The greatest obstacle placed tn the 
path which you poopi© of Louisville 
have chosen to roach the goal of suc¬ 
cess and prosperity is in the •form of 
tho negro question. Th© present Re¬ 
publican administration hi responsible 
for it.

You 
know well that you cannot elect Grin- 
stood without th© nogro vote, end If 
you do that you have to give them 
tho offices, for they are entitled to them.

Your city 
Is our city It belongs to the State, and 
the State Is Democratic, That means 
that wo want Louisville to be Demo¬ 
cratic. too. x 

*1 need not say to you that the people 
of the State have their eyes on Louis¬ 
ville at all times. W© send our prod¬ 
ucts to your markets, everything we 




produce: we send our wive* and chil¬ 
dren here to buy of your merchants, 
and wi> come ourselves occasionally to 
glory In your success.

—To-day'a session of the district 
board of fhe Burley Tobacco Society 
was largely taken up with discussion 
of compl teat lent* that have arisen in 
execution of the peace paot entered 
Into with the American Society of 
Equity. It was stated that with the

Millan. Equity committeeman, who Is 
said to favor a rival pool, it was stat¬ 
ed that the State organization has 
acted tn good faith, and at the after¬ 
noon session a proposition which will 
make It* support binding and discredit 
the McMillan movement was adopted 
and sent to the State board of the 
Equity Society, whkrii President Can- 
trlli had called to meet In Louisville to¬ 
night. 

It had been announced that a onm 
mines from Pendleton county would 
appear before the board to discuss a 
possible compromise of disaffection 
rauaed by the McMillan crusade, but 
nono came. 

C. M. Hanna submitted a proposition 
from E. L. Davenport, president of the 
tobacco department of the Society of 
Equity, embodying the declaration that 
tbe Bowling Green meeting, at which 
the McMillan pledge was bom, was not 
properly catted, And Its actions were 
null and void. Davenport's proposition 
for a conference In Louisville Fri¬ 
day night pointed at another compro¬ 
mise which should Include hi* depart¬ 
ment. A committee to meet Davenport 
and others was appointed..with author¬ 
ity to carry out the terms of the Win¬ 
chester agreement.

As author of the plan to organize 
twenty counties under the Bowling 
Green pledge. Dr. McMillan came in 
for comrlderafcle attention from speak¬ 
ers.

Sr, a talior, liv¬ 
ing at 439 South Seventh street, was 
struck by north-bound Seventh street 
car 953, and sustained injuries that 
probably will result In his death. 

The child had a miraculous escape 
from being run over and ground to 
pieces by the wheel* of the car. When 
struck by the car the child was lifted 
upon the fender and carried forward a 
short distance before the car was 
brought to a stop. The child was taken 
from the fender of the car by bystand¬ 
er# and carried into a nearby store.

Rumor* of Railroads. 

The air la thick with rumors of new 
railroad* Uown^ln Western Kentucky. 
Paducah has hopes of getting some 
three or four roads from acro-s tho 
<Uilo River, but only one of these Is In 
immediate prospect. Hopkinsville hears 
that something Is to be done with the 
Tennessee Central and that a corps of 
engineer* ha* been ordered to survey 
a line to Paducah. The excitement 
over these possibilities has spread over 
Into Tennessee, and Nashville comes to 
the front with a story that the Bur¬ 
lington la seeking a connection with 
the Atlantic coatd via Nashville, 

The extension plan, according lo the 
Nashville report, ta something like 
this: The Tennessee Central will be 
tho connect!ng Unk between the Bur¬ 
lington system at Paducah and the Sea¬ 
board Air Line at Rutherfordton. N C. 
This would give an i*1r Hne from Chica¬ 
go, St. Louis and the Northwest 
through Nashville, connecting with the 
Knoxville, SovlerVllla and Eastern, and 
then over the Seaboard ^lr Line to 
Wilmington. The Tennessee Central 
will build from Hopkinsville to Padu¬ 
cah and connect with the Burlington 
system at Metropolis. III. Tha Ten¬ 
nessee Central's outlet to the coast will 
ta through Hard man over a new line to 
Ihr Seaboard Air Line. 

The statement given out In St. Puul 
by James J. Hill, who declared that no 
new combination 3 were being contld- 
vzed. would appear tp pu: n quietus on 
Hi© elaborule scheme announced from 
Nashville. This .statement, supplement¬ 
ed by the denial of W. J. Oliver, owner' 
uf the Knoxville, Sevlervllle and East¬ 
ern rntul. Indicates that .tome one ha" 
been “smoking up." u practice thut Is 
nut uncommon where talk of new rail¬ 
roads Is prevalent. Mr Oliver is frank 
enough lo assort that he believes the 
plan a good one, but he says there have 
t**©n no negotiations looking to a deal 
with the Burlington, dJrectly or indi¬ 
rectly. Mr. Oliver Is building an Inde¬ 
pendent line. At present he is pretty 
thoroughly occupied with the details of 
construction and is not giving much 
thought to possible connections. 

The Tennessee Central, at lea>t that 
portion of It between Nashville and 
Hopkinsville, is on the market. There 
have been rumors of late that the 
Nttsh\ille-Hopkin*vllle branch would 
again pass under Control of the Illinois 
Central, which formerly operated ft 
under il lease. The Illinois Central*# 
lease was surrendered July 1 . 1908. The 
Frisco system made a survey some 
years ago from Hopkinsville to Padu¬ 
cah am)fthe report that u coming sur¬ 
vey Is to follow this old line lands some 
color to the belief that the Friw?o to 
lo absorb the Tennessee Central Among 
those well posted In railnmdN matters 
this Is regarded as h not improbable 
combination. The Frisco now has a 
line, the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 
to Joppa. HI., on the Ojrio River, six¬ 
teen mile* below Paducah. That It will 
be expended to Paducah in the near 
future Is highly probable. To Ail the 
gap between Paducah and Hopkinsville, 
however, would be an expensive un 
tier taking. The Tenncs«o** and Cumb r 
land rivers would have to be »ro*©ed 
and much of the territory that w«itihf 
hnvo to be covered Is rough. 

The passing of the Tennessee Cen¬ 
tral to itou Frisco would mean the en¬ 
trance to Kentucky of another great 
railway system with :t mileage, in the 
fiute. of no Insignificant proportions 
Thut both the Burlington and the 
Frisco will come Into Kentucky some 
day is altogether probable.

The town is full of Democrat?, who 
are not backward In leitlng It be known 
that they are Democrat* and that they 
are here.

And Louisville is a Democratic city, as 
has been invariably shown when the Is¬ 
sue has been squarely Joined between a 
united Democratic party and Its op¬ 
ponents. It Is only when the party has 
been faction-divided or niachlne-rlddcn 
that It has met defeat in Louisville. 
Sometimes It has deserved defeat when 
It found It, for like all political parties 
only defeat fometlm©* can save it from 
Itself, or from those who would use it 
merely for selfish ends. Too long a 
tenure by any political party Is suro 
to breed unheelriiful conditions which 
can best be dissipated by the rebuke 
of a termination of that tenure. The 
party in Louisville, having" passed 
through the salutary ordeal. Is now 
Itself again, and at one with itself, 
freed of the handicaps Inevitable from 
a protracted lease of power, presenting 
a solid front to its* antagonists, eager 
and able to vindicate Itself along the 
standards of its name and Its better 
history', and to prove both Its strength 
and it* desert. 

That Is the meaning of much of the 
enthusiasm of the current demonstra¬ 
tion. It is the enthusiasm of harmoni¬ 
ous purpose and conscious power. It is 
the enthusiasm with which victories 
at the polls are not always won, hut 
without which few such victories are 


Kentucky's Coal Production. 

For the first time In ten years, Ken- 
1 lucky*'a coal production In 1908 showed 
la falling oft from the previous year 
' The total decrease amounted to K0$.f»?l 
short ions. The Table decreased $l,« 
087,376, and the average price per ton 
declined from 31.08 to 11.01. The total 
production was 10.246,353 short tons, 
with a spot value of $10,317,162.' 

, These facta and figures are gleaned 
from advance sh©«t* from the annual 
report of the United States Geological 
Survey. An interesting feature of the 
decreased output is that nearly all the 
shortage wns in the Western Kentucky 
field. In the eastern field the decline 
was only 11.294 ffhort tons, and the 
count!** of Bell. Johnson, Lee, Pike and 
Whitley showed substantial increases. 
This wu* due to operations at a num¬ 
ber of new mines, several of these 
mines being at points along the Chesa¬ 
peake and Ohio railway extension from 
PaliKsville to a point In Pike county. 
The slump In production unquestion¬ 
ably was due to the long period of 
business depression. While compara¬ 
tive figures are not available at pres¬ 
ent, there is little doubt that similar 
decreases were shown in other coal 
mining States. * 

There was a slight Increase in ths 
number of mm employed, ths total 
being 16,996, buV a decrease In the 
avers go number of working day* from 
210 In 1907 to 186 In 1908. The grati¬ 
fying statement Is made that Kentucky 
Is one of the n^oat progressive States 
in the use of mining machinery. 
“Ohio." says tb© report of the Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, "Is the only other coal- 
produclng State whose percentage of 
machine-mined coal tn the total ex¬ 
ceeds that of Kentucky." This In 
some measure may account for the fact 
that no accident* of proportions ap¬ 
proaching a disaster are reported. The 
number of fatalities, however, showed 
a small increase over 1907, tho aggre¬ 
gate being 39, a death rat© of 2.8 to the 
1,000 employes. *

of Kentucky's coal supply running low 
Is indicated very dearly by the follow¬ 
ing extract from the report:

An Eastern paper says that butter¬ 
milk has boctyne a popular drink at 
th* leading barrooms of New York. 
One of the principal hotels 1**11* near¬ 
ly a thousand drinks of buttermilk 
dally at Its bar; another hotel dis¬ 
poses of an average of fifty quarts a 
day; a number of cafes sell as much 
os three hundred to four hundred 
glasses of It In the course of a day** 
business. 

To most people buttermilk Is an 
agreeable drink. It cheers bpt does 
not Inebriate. It satisfies thirst more 
effectually than anything that is to be 
had In the long list of soft drinks. In 
th* countfw it has been a popular bov- 
grag* from time Immemorial, but it i* 
only in recent year* that it has como to 
be esteemed in the great cities. Two 
decades ago the farmer found no ap¬ 
preciable outside demand for the pro¬ 
duct and fed tho surplus to hi* hogs 
and poultry. He knew It to be a good 
thirst quencher for his harvest hands 
and an acceptable addition to his Mil 
of fare, but he did not look upon It 
seriously as a source of Income. Now 
the urban demand for It is large and 
constantly growing larger. Saloon men 
are selling It over the bar In all th© 
leading cities, and physician* are rec¬ 
ommending Its use as an efficient old 
to the treatment of many of the ills 
to which human ffesh is heir. 

Scientific Investigation has shown 
that buttermilk is bounLlfully supplied 
with lacteal bacilli. The lacteal bacilli, 
white harmless to the human system, 
are deadly enemies to other forms of 
baci*rta. They arc aggressive and 
combative to a marked degree, and 
when they meet other microbes, attack 
them savagely. They are the house- 
cleaner* of the human tenement, and 
absolutely refuse to dwell In peace 
with any sort of bacteria that are 
not members of their own Immediate 
family. To their puglUstc propensi¬ 
ties is ascribed one of the main rea¬ 
sons why buttermilk has come to be 
looked upon by men of medicine as a 
curative agent of Importance. 

As to the quality of the article that 
is handed out over bars, it compares 
poorly with the rich lacteal fluid which 
the farmer of twenty years ago fed to 
his pigs. Th© product of the farm was 
"honestly brewed" and was devoid of 
chalk or water or any of the modem 
adulterants. When cooled at the 
spring, or in the depths of a well, It 
was a drink At for the gods of high 
Olympus. One who lias quaffed it In 
Its pristlno purity can never forget Its 
grateful and satisfying effect.

I^aredo, Tex.. Aug. 31.—The National 
railway succeeded in m re-e’stablDhing 
railway service with Monterey to-day 
A local train left this morning and 
mad© a slow* run of th© 168 miles to 
that city.

Work wo* concentrated on repairing the 
washed out culvert* and constructing 
temporary bridge# with the result that 
traffic to Monterey to ugaln opened, al¬ 
though necessarily on a very slow 0 
schedule. 

It I# stated lhat It will be at least 
twenty-four hours before the track can 
he repaired between Monterey and 
Saltillo, so that train service can be re¬ 
sumed. 

1,000 BODIES RECOVERED. 

Lack of Food and Wat*r Brings Dis¬ 
tressing Condition. 

Mexico City. Aug. 3L—A dispatch re¬ 
ceived here from Monterey, the Mexi¬ 
can city that was swept by a Wood a 
few days ago, says that 300 ©bodies 
were found this morning grouped about 
un old well near th© Iron foundry* on 
the outskirts of the city. 

Approximately 1.000 bodies have been 
recovenf^l to date, and It Is believed 
that the statement that the total death 
list will reacih 2,000 Is well within the 
rlgures. Score© of bodies ore said to 
have been swallowed in th© river quick¬ 
sands.

Unbroken Procession of Cars

COTTON HANDLED DURING THE 
YEAR GREATEST ON RECORD. 


CONSUMPTION BY SOUTHERN 
MILLS LARGELY INCREASED. 


HESTER’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


New Orleans. Aug. 31.—Statistics 
showing that more cotton wo* handled 
during the commercial year ending at 
midnight to-night than over before and 
that all records had been broken In the 
amount of cotton consumed by South¬ 
ern mills were the features of th© an¬ 
nual crop statement of Secretary Hes¬ 
ter, of the New Orleans Cotton Ex¬ 
change. The document published on 
the floor of the exchange to-day forms 
the DreUminary report of Secretary 
Hester's annual review of th© commer¬ 
cial year. It proved on© of the most 
remarkable reports the local cotton 
trade has ever received. 

The count of the commercial crop 1 
showed It to be the largest on record. 
13.825,467 bales. The previous largctt 
commercial crop was 13.666.886. mar¬ 
keted in 1904-06. The only other crop 
that stands wKh these two crops in size • 
was that of 1906-07. when it counted 
up to 13,610,982 baios. Last season's 
total was only 11,571.966.

Walton, about eight years ago. he re- 
*na\fd end established the Morning 
Democrat, which, after conducting sev¬ 
eral yeorc, he sold to :hv I exington 
Herald, and ft was consol* d-tt*id with 
that paper. Col. Walton -’hen started 
the 1 rsnkfort State Journal, which he 
recently sold to J. L. Newman. While 
lie was conducting the Frankfort Jour¬ 
nal Col. Walton made his home in this 
city, and after his sale of that paper 
he opened a stock brokerage office here 
with the intention of retiring from 
journalism.

Entries to tho various exhibits to be 
shown at the State Fair this year are 
coming In fast and indications point to 
tiie fact that tho entry list this year 
will far exceed all previous year*, and 
that when the entries close on Monday. 
September 6. all records will have boon 
broken. This Is especially true In the 
horse department, and the greatest ex¬ 
hibit In light harness and saddle horses 
ever seen at a fair In Kentucky will 
bo on hand at the State Fair this year. 
Breeders of the saddle and light har¬ 
ness hors© from every section of the 
State, those who breed on a small scale 
as well as those who devote their en¬ 
tire time to tho business of light har¬ 
ness homos, are sending In their en¬ 
tries. and It Is doubtful if there will 
be a horseman of this class In Ken¬ 
tucky. either breeder or trainer, who 
will not be represented in this depart¬ 
ment this year.

Night Horse Show Attracts. 


Tho large number of entries received 
In this department this year Is duo al¬ 
most entirely to the night horse show 
feature to be inaugurated by the State 
Fair management this year, as the 
owners and trainers of this class of 
horses are anxious to take advantage 
of the opportunity to show their ant- 
majs along the same lines as those In 
vogue at all of the big horse show' 
events over the oountry ©very year, in¬ 
cluding the show at Madtaon Square 
Garden. New York, the Louisville, Kan¬ 
sas City, Chicago and St. Louis Horse 
Shows. All arrangements for the light¬ 
ing of the livestock pavilion, where the 
shows will bo held at night, have now 
been completed, making It the nost 
pretentious exhibition hall In the world, 
and the night horse show feature Is 
counted on by the management as be¬ 
ing the magnet which will draw the 
multitude of lovers of horse flesh from 
the city of Louisville, it being conceded 
that the State’s metropolis contains 
more real patrons of the Hght harness 
and saddle horse than any dty of Its 
sUe In the country, and this feature of 
the fair this year will be on as grand 
a scale as any similar event ever seen 
In years.

Saddle Horae Futurity. 


From a standpoint of numbers the 
Saddle Horse Futurity, which will be 
inaugurated this year, will be the 
biggest event in the home de¬ 
partment ever known at a Kentucky 
fair In the past. It Is the only event 
of its kind over Inaugurated in the 
light harness and saddle hors© world, 
and so vast has be©n the entry list that 
no lees than 140 foals of this year will 
participate for the big end of the prize 
this year, and these same youngsters 
will be eligible to take part In tho 
futurity In future years, not only as 
sucklings this year, but as yearlings 
In mo. 2-year-olds In 1911. 3-year- 
olds In 1912 and 4-year-olds In 1913.

Big Display of Fruit 


Another exhibit which Is receiving 
the undivided attention of those di¬ 
rectly In charge this year Is that of 
fruit and It Is conceded by the mem¬ 
bers in charge of this department that 
It is of ns much importance to the 
people of Kentucky os any other ex¬ 
hibit to be shown at the fair Fruit 
has to do with the heroes of practically 
every family In the State, not only as 
a money crop to many, but a* a luxury 
and food and medicine to many others. 
Fruit can be grown successfully’ all over 
the State, many sections of Kentucky 
being peculiarly adapted to the ralstng 
of fruit of every description, and fruit 
growers In practically every' county In 
Hhe State will b© represented by an 
exhibit during the we«k of the fair. 
In fact It is believed that more coun¬ 
ties will be represented In the fruit 
exhibit than !n any other product in tho 
State. The fact that Kentucky soil Is 
well adapted to fhe raising of fruit 
has resulted In a determination on the 
part of the State to send a representa¬ 
tive to Switzerland to secure emigrants 
to com© to Kentucky to devote them- 
iwlve* especially to the raising of all 
kinds of fruit The people of Switzer¬ 
land are the recognized vine growers 
of the world, and It Is believed by those 
in charge of the movement that In time 
Kentucky can be made the greatest 
frdlt-growing State In the Union.

Under the Dlngley law the rate on 
print pup* r v,u.s $6 per ton. The ef¬ 
fect of the recent treasury regulations 
Is to leave tho rate on paper coming 
from the province of Ontario at $5.75 
per ton and on the print paper from 
Quebec a lfttle over $6 per ton. These 
are the figure* which the treasury ex¬ 
perts say will obtain. It Is dear that 
In one case only a nominal reduction 
from the Dlngley rate has been effect¬ 
ed and In another case actual Increase 
haa been brought about.

Situation Woe Set Forth. N 


No great reason exists for surprise 
that this l* the case, though It is 
probable that a large share of Con- 
gress did not realize what was being 
done when the print paper rate was 
fixed. But the situation was set forth 
clearly by Representative Mann, of Il¬ 
linois, when he uttacked the conference 
report In the House and declared he 
would not vote for it. And he kept 
his word and voted against It. Mr. 
Mann told the House then that the ef¬ 
fect of the retaliatory duties which had 
been fixed up would be to Impose a 
duty of $5.75 a ton on print paper com¬ 
ing from Canada. In the heat of de¬ 
bat o It Is likely the foroo of this decla¬ 
ration may have been overlooked by 
eomo members, but It Is to bo supposed 
tho conference committee understood 
clearly what It was doing.

New Treasury Regulations. 


Bedford. Ind . Aug 31.—(8j>ecial )— 
While excavating whore an old war©- 
ro>m ha<l formerly stood workmen un¬ 
earthed a box of dynamite. Had the 
pick struck the explosive they would 
nave been killed ond the ’building 
wrecked. It Is believed the explosive 
iropped through the finer about ten 
years ago and had been gradually cov¬ 
ered uo. 


The now treasury regulations have 
•erred to direct attention again to some 
of tho things Mr. Mann said in the 
speech to the House In opposition to 
the conference report on print paper 
and wood pulp. Ho suggested the 
probability that tho maximum tariff 
would be applied against Quebec. 

This would be 26 per cent, ad valorem 
more than tho prevailing rate. From 
this Mr. Mann figured It out that a 
duty of $8.60 per ton would be Imposed 
on print paper coming from Quebec. 
This Is because of the provision that 
the maximum rages shall apply against 
a oountry that Impose® an export duty 
against the United States. It Is said 
to be likely, too. that tho maximum 
rat© will apply against Ontario. This 
w'ould put the duty on print »*aper from 
that province also up to about the $8.50 
figure. In other words, the dutv on 
print paper from Quebec and Ontario 
Is likely to be shoved much above what 
It wqs under the Dlngley law. 

Until later U will b© Impossible to 
say definitely whether the maximum 
rates of duty will be applied against 
Canada. The Indications are that they 
will, unless tho Prreldent sees fit to 
exercise a wider latitude than fettle: 
constructionists on the tariff measure 
might sanction. 

• • ■ 

Circuses Unprotected. 


Art least one great American Industry 
was left uaprotocted by the Fuyno 
Uriff bill. In fact. It comes out of the 
tariff tangle In worse condition than 
under the Dlngley law. This Industry 
Is tlx© dreus. Whenever a circus ven¬ 
tures forth Into a foreign oouniry Its 
managers will find It to their distinct 
advantage to eliminate nil animal* born 
in the United Btatee from their weti*g- 
erle. 

Under the Dlngley law It was pos¬ 
sible to ’take all animal* to foreign 
countries and bring them back v/Uhout 
the payment of duty, but under the 
Payne bill all domestic animal* export- 
must pay the regular duty when 
they are brought back. Tho new law 
makes an exception In tho rase of ani¬ 
mals sent abroad for purposes of ex¬ 
hibition at fairs or expositions, but 
these are not held to Include urcusca.

It became evident from th# cutset to-day 
that much of th* excitement and feverishness 
had dlsd out of ths stuck market. The full¬ 
ness of the trading and the narrowness of the 
fluctuations were In strong contrast to the 
violence of last week's movements and even to 
the sodd< n recovery of yesterday By the early 
afternoon the ticker had coma practically to a 
standstill and ths tradsrs were at a lose to 
move prices sufficiently to offer good scalping 
profits. 

The statement made by Mr Harriman him¬ 
self yesterday and the disposition manifested 
on the part of the press asid the public to 
take him at hie word and abate the eager show 
of curiosity about his condition seemed to re¬ 
move the only factor having power at present 
to move prices. The Harriman statement was 
not left without some Interested comment, 
nevertheless While It had the effect of quiet¬ 
ing apprehension of an immediate crista in the 
financier's case. Its admissions were sufficient¬ 
ly candid to prove a condition of health pre¬ 
cluding present dose attention to business af¬ 
fairs and leaving quits undetermined ths pos¬ 
sible duration o fthia enforced abatlnesice. 

A report of an Intended winter sojourn by th# 
patient In a Southern climate gave a further 
suggestion of the longer view Of the case. Knn 
more interest attached to the veiled allusion 
to the interests shown In bis welfare by hts 
friends, "and perhaps by some others." This 
passage was read In Wall street In the light 
of persistent rumors that the recent upset In 
the stock market was due to underground ma¬ 
chination* against the Harriman dominance 
Itself, and that developments in this matter 
were as much responsible for Mr. Harriman's 
'hasty return from abroad as the state of hts 
health itself, 

With the partial obscuration of the Harriman 
topic, the effect was to call attention to other 
IxMlble agents In the downward turn In 
prices at stocks. The question arose whether 
the elimination of Mr. Harriman's poor health 
would hat-* left the market capable of sus¬ 
taining Itself at the unstable level to which It 
had been pushed. Ths Indvrtslon of the buying 
III following the advance which was established 
yesterday was very marked when the market 
open d and not less so on the wider advances 
which were established later. As ths demand 
dlod out prices yielded to pressure again and 
more positive weakness was developed. 

The agricultural outlook wa* given closer at¬ 
tention with the imminence of the Govern* 
ment's monthly report on the cotton crop and 
the evidence that the crop has been going back 
durlnr the past month The various private 
estimate® which appear In advance of the of¬ 
ficial report Indicate an expectation that a con¬ 
dition of deterioration will b® shown. The 
Weather Bureau'® weekly bulletin showed a 
continuance of conditions unfavorable both for 
cotton and com. and weather news from the 
corn belt Is considered of increasing Importance 
as the period for the maturity of the crop ap¬ 
proaches The speculative mood created by 
these fact* gmv® added influence to the warn¬ 
ing note uttered by Chairman James J. Hill, 
of the Great Northern, and by some of the 
Northwestern milling authorities of a danger 
of ovenatimatrlng the volume of the present 
year's wheat crop. 

In another direction, there is sn especta 
tion that copper etatUtlcs for August will 
prove less favorable than for July. The fall¬ 
ing off In the volume of copper exports In that 
time points to such a conclusion. Some of th® 
selling was supposed to be of stock* bought last 
week for purpose# of supporting the market 
during Its weakness, and which would bo re¬ 
sold on ths first advantageous opportunity in 
the natural course of things.

The resolution adopted by tho lUwrd 
of Alderman which will put the City 
Attorney's offlco In motion Is a blanket 
one. It calls upon the City Attorney 
to colloct money paid out by the city to 
nil firm# who are directly or Indirect¬ 
ly a part of the city government. It 
seems reasonable to believe that if Mr. 
Blakey Institutes suit against the J«/b- 
son Printing Company and wins, 
one of the ilrst firms ho will go after 
is the grocery company employing Al¬ 
dermen T. Stern. Mr. Stern is not only 
a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
but he Jms approved the claims against 
the city of the firm which employs him. 

It was eald unofficially In the City 
Attorney's office yesterday that th« 
Job son Printing Company might be 
forced to bring the suit, inasmuch as 
claims against tho city by that com¬ 
pany are being held up Indefinitely. 

City Buyer Otto Yost sold yesterday 
that ho did not believe It In his puwer 
to stop any firm from bidding on city 
work. 

"The competition Is open.” explained 
Mr. Yost- “it is not my duty to soe 
before awarding a contract whether 
tho bidding company U connected with 
the c!t>*. Any such company that 
accept* such a contract does so at Its 
\ own risk. People accepting contracts 
should guard against this and see to It 
that they keep well within the iaw.“|
